How many 
idiots has it made wii«? How many fools, eloquent? How many 
home-bred 'Pquires, accompliflied ? How many cowards, brave ? aad 
there is nO forts of mankind on whom it cannot work fome change 
and miracle, if it be a noble and well-grounded pafi^on, whofe aim 
is vertue, and whole end is honour. 

For when a pailion*s noble and fublime,

Li the ceremonies of matrimony, they make the bride go three 
times round the fire ; then fit down, wafli her feet, and with thi 
water fprinkle the bed and all the moveables that belong to the 
new-married couple. They anoint the bride's mouth with honey, 
cover her eyes with a veil, and fo lead her blindfold to all the doors 
of the houfe, which flic muft ftrike with her right foot. They throw 
wheat, rye, oats, barley, rice, and beans at the doors, faying, that 
the bride {hall never want any of tkefe grains, if flie continues 
to be devout in her religion, and take care of the affairs of her fa- 
mily. That done, they take the veil from before her eyes, and have 
a banquet : but at night when it is time to go to bed, they dance 
ftnd cut off her hair ; then fome of the women wrap her head in a 
white linen cloth, which {he may wear till {he hath a C&a born, fot 
till then {he is called a girl. Laftly, {he is taken to her chamber, 
where (he is jocularly pindied and beat, and then delivered to het 
bridegroom. 

The Ahijines have many wives, and every one marries at pleafure 
Without fcruple. The men are obliged to prefent their wives, inftead 
of receiving portions with them. The marriage ceremonies are the fc ; 
The bridegroom and bride fit before the church door, while the 
prieflft walk three times roimd them, finging AUelujah. Then thev 
cut off fome of their hair, which chey dip in water fweetened with 
honey ; then they lay the bridegroom's hair on the bride's head, and 
her*s on his head, and fprinkle both with holy water. After this 
ceremony they have a great feaft The new-married couple are (but 
up a moQth. When the wife goes abroad, {lie has her face covered 
with a black veil, and that me wears fix months, unlef& {he be 
(boner with child. 

Th e Arabians ufcd formerly to take their wives for a certain time 
exprefelv agreed upon, which when it was expired, fhe was to leave 
him : all the ceremonies of marriage was fcr the woman to give the 
man a bearded arrow : this changing of wives has fometimes been 
fo oft, that a woman has been married in one place, was brought 
to bed in another, and bred up her children in a third, without 
ever enjoying any repofe. In fome parts of the country they had 
their wives in every houfe in common : he that came firft, left his 
{laff at the woman's chamber door; which was a fign that place was 
taken up. 

The tnhabitanU of the ifles of Molucca in the Eaft-Tftdies may 
have as many wives as they can keep : but are fb jealous, they fufler 
no one to ice them at Home, and yet fo luftful, there are few but 
have fome correfpondence abroad. He that dcfires a young woman 
in marriage, cannot fee her unlefs all be firfl agreed : then he fees 
her, and is obliged at the fame time, to take his bride he never faw 
before, and carry her home with him, 

Th e Chinefe marry their fons very young, and the hufband gives- 
the wife a dowry. The wedding-day, the bride's father makes a 
iplendid chlejtainment, inviting all the relations and friends of his 

new 
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new (on. The next day the father, or neaieft kinfmaiv of the fande-' 
groom, does the iame. After the entertainraent, the hufband ^ves 
the dowry to his bride, which fhe prefently gives to her father and 
mother, for the trouble and charge they have l>een at in the educa- 
ting of her : and therefore, here a man is reckoned rich, in. propar*^ 
tion to the daughters he hat. The father may uie this dowry with 
all freedom ; but when he dies, it returns to his daughter for the 
advantage of her children. A man may have many wives, but the 
firfl married is reckoned his true wife, the other art only looked 
upon as friends, and often forced to do the drudgery of iervants.. 
The ordinary price they give for them is an hundred crowns, and 
o£ten lefs; tae common peopk buy and fell tlieir wives at plcafure^ 
The better ibrt marry the fame age and quality, and confider the 
conditions of the mind more than beauty. 

^ Th e pM^e of Tmuet, in tlie Afian Tertary^ are of diluent fcnv 
tlments : for beauty is the only thing they value; and if any young 
woman l>e beautiful, a rich mao marries her prefently, and ^ve»- 
her mother and family a reward to have her : they marry as m«ny 
wives as thev can keep, and have to thirty, mose or leis, according. 
to their ahilities; but the firfl is always chiefefi; and if any isi&r 
firm, or not agreeable, they fend her home. 

1h the provinces bordering upon Tart or j, a certain time is pre<«- 
6ribed both to the men and women, within which they arc 6b* 
ilged, either to fhut themfelves up in a cloifler, or to marry. Vlhem 
the time is cOme, all that will marry appear at the place appointed; 
fix men divide the men into claiTes, and fix other ^vide the womea 
ID like manner. The men that are rich are put firft, without an^ 
SQgard to their hreeding or accomplifhments ; thofe of a moderate 
c(tate are put next ; and the poor in the lafl; dafs. Thofe that divide 
the women, put the faiicft in the. firA place, in another diviiioiL 
thofe that are lefs fair, and in the lad the mod homely. The ricl^ 
are to have the faireft women, for which they pay a fum of moxief 
agreed on ; the lefs rich have the left fair, tor which they pay nor- 
thing; and the poor have the homely women, with the money the 
rich paid for their wives, which they fhare among themfelves : after 
which they make great rejoicings. If the number of one exceeds the 
other, they cafk lots, and thofe that are not then married, are to bc- 
married firft the next yean 

Th e Mexicaus before they received the chriflian faith, married in 
thi» manner : They both preiented themfelves to the priefl, who 
taking them by the hands, afk'd them, among other quefUons, of 
^eir defire to be married together : then taking the fkirt of the wor 
man*s veil, and that of the man's garmeit, he tied them together^, 
and led them fo tied to the bride's houfe, where was a great fire 
kindled : they went feven times round this fire, and fet down toge^ 
ther ; which ended all the ceremonies, and the marriage was corn- 
pleat. 

The Saheans who live on. the confines of P^r/j, may have two 
wives according to their law : the ceremonies of their marriage are 
very fliort : the parties meeting together at chuxch in prefence of 

th£i» 
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their celations and friends, the minifter makea the bride fwcax licfore 
the women, that (he is a virgin ; after which the minifier's wives fcarcl\ 
her, and make their report. Then the minKter baptises both; and 
making them turn back to- back, reads fome pray^s, and the mar- 
riage is finiflied. 

In the kingdom of Pein if any one be abfent twenty days toge* 
ther, his wife may marry another hufband, and men may after tliat 
term, marry again whcre-cver they are. 

In PegUi a very great city in the £aft<-Tndiei», the women go al- 
mofl naked to attradt men s loves to them : when they marry, tbf 
hufband muft pay the young woman's father, a certain fum agreed 
on ; which he pays back if he will have his daughter home, from 
any ill ufage of the hufband*s. He may like wife leave her, but he 
is obliged to keep and educate the children. They have a very 
flrange cuftom among them, viz. That the King, and thofe of the 
greateft quality,, lie not the firft night with their wives; but admit 
others and pay them bountifully, ihat give themfclves the trouble. 

M'hen one in Coucbm mariiesj whofoever he is, he may not lie 
with his bride the firft night, but is obliged to give her to the prieft, 
who lies with her. I'heie are fo feared and refpecftcd, no one dares 
hinder them lying with any woman; nay, the common people arefo 
foolifh, to believe it a favour and good omen. 

Mr Tbo, Brrwfiy a famous author, makes fome jocular refledUons 
upon fome of thefe odd cuftoms : I fhall repeat a few of them, not 
for their truth, but for pleafantry. 

Upon the cuftom of the Sahcans^ where the minifter makes the 
bride fwear flie is a virgin, Mr Brown thus comments : As ill am 
opinion as the world entertains of our females, I am very well fatis- 
iied, there are above forty tl^oufand confcieutioufr wives within the 
bills of mortality, that would have loft all, before they would have 
uken fo rafti and infnaring an oath. 

How is it poftible (continues he) for a woman to fwear to an ima- 
ginary thing, which may be loft the Lord knows how, between 
deeping and waking : This I am fure of, that no huft>and was ever 
a jcit the fecurer for prefcribing arbitrary unlawful oaths. 

Upon the cuftom in Pegu, to pay others that lie the firft night 
with their wives, (faith he) with all due refpedl to our women be it 
fpoken, I humbly conceive that one half at leaft of the mailed men 
of the kingdom, if they would fpeak their minds freely, muft do their 
wives this juftice, as to own that they have fav*d them this drudgery. 
Upon the cuftom of fome places, that men take their wives without 
once feeing them, Mr Brown thus remarks : Heaven be prai/cd, 
(fays he) here in England we are not forced to buy a pig In a poke; 
nay, there arc fome married men in the world, that were as inti- 
mately acquainted with their wives before marriage as ever they were 
afterwards. Sep now (continues he) what it is to live under a free 
government, and to have Magna Chsrta on our fide. Bu t to leave 
tins merry fpark, (whofe reflexions touch not the innocen t; and if 
they laih the guilty into vertuc, it is vhat I defign by the recital.) I

fliall add at this time, but one more ceremony of marriage, and that 
is of tb<r quakers among us ; vhich in fhort is thus. 

Af T ER a declaration of their intentions to marry at three of their 
monthly meetings; upOn the day appointed, they go with their rela- 
tions and friends, publickly to their meeting-houie; where, after 
they have preached and prayed in their manner; the bridegroom and 
bride (land up. Then l^e (with liis hat on) takes her by the hand, 
and fptaks aloud to this effetSt. 

Friends : In the prefence of Cod and of thcfc people, I take AT. 
J^^. to be my wife; and with the Lord*s alllftance, will be a loving 
and faithful hulband to her, till death* fliall feparate us. 

I'hen the bride fpeaks out aloud, (their hands dill join'd) Friends : 
In. the prefence of God and of thefe people, I take AT. N, to be my 
hu(band; and with the Lord's afUdance, will be to him a loving and 
faithful wife, till death fliall feparate us. 

Then there is a certificate, Aampt according to law, in which is fet 
down where they had at three ieveral times and places declared their 
. intentions of marriage, and alfo the time aod place wherein they 
were then married, and alfo the very words of contra<^ which they 
reported ; which certificate is publickly read tO all the aifembly. 
Then the bridegroom, and bride, write their names to the certificate ; 
and their relations, and friends^ write their names, in a column by 
thcmfelves ; and then as many of the fpedtators as will, whether 
quakers or others, fubfcribe dieir names, as witnefs to the mar- 
riage ; and fo the ceremony is ended. 

There are fome other very furpri^ng, ftrange, and pleafant mar- 
rJagc ceremonies in the world, which I &all rcfcrvc for another time, 
and proceed to fay fomething 

0/ Enigma's or Riddles. 

AN Enigma or Riddle, is a dark defcription of things clear and 
well known, to be explained for the diverfion and exerciie of 
the mind. It is an ingenious and beautiful obfcuring the plained 
things, which when difcovered, ftrikes the foul with admiration , 
while we pleaGngly wonder to fee how it was poffible to lay as it 
were a veil before the fun. I do not by this mean thofe trifling and 
foolifli nddle-my-riddle^ one two three, calculated only for the capacity 
of the vulgar, but thofe pcrfecSt and compleat Enigma's, which pleaies 
more when the thing it means is known than it did befo/e, and is 
read again as a defcription thereof; thofe innocent cheats, and arti- 
ficial reprefenting a fubjeA under the fhape of thofe oi another, v^ixh. 
fo much cunning, that hides a thing while they difcover it, and per- 
fuades us it is fomething elfe, than what it is really defigned for. 
All ages have efteemed much thefe pleafing and innocent furprizals : 
and as it has formerly been the diverfion of Princes and Philofo- 
phers, fo I ho|$e it will not be now a lefs pleafuie and diverfion to 
the ladles.

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Untaught, vnduird, ifve point each nobler found : 
"We kingdoms form, and we republicks found. 
Seuaers and dead, we fenie and life impart, 
Inrich the head, and dignify the heart.

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Tiat ivomen ^re of a more excellent nature than nien^ Jhe 
yields him the greatefi pleafure qnd delight \ of the deceit - 
fulnefs of men, and the various mjays they tale to deceive 
the 'women % the adventure of the clofet. 

TH £ excellence of the female fex above that of men may to 
fome fpatks frcm to be an extravagant paradox: What fay 
they? That toy a woman { The mod contemptible creature in the 
univerfe, iii (I.e the moft excellent ? One made from the drofs and 
refiiTe of a man ! The bane of empire ! Cauii; of aiU oux mifchief ! 
The fountain of all humane frailty ! . \ 

Who the fird de\ril flie faw, flie chang'd her mind : '^ 
To his temptations lewdly fhe inclined, > 

And for a worthiefs apple damn'd mankind. 3 

But foftly, foftly, good Mr Scandal ! Thefe are mere calumnief, 
and malicious inunuatious rais*d by fome forfaken wretches, who' 
after they had fawn'd like a fpaniel, and cring'd like an afs at the 
feet of fome gallant and deferving woman, were for their unworthi- 
nefs difcarded by her. fiut men of mere feni^ and better manners, 
give a very different charaiSber : For thuiiays the ingenious Otway, 
Oh woman ! Lovely woman ! Nature made you to temper man : 
ive had been bmtcs without you. Angels are painted fair to look 
like you. There's in you all that we believe of heaven ; amazing 
lirightncfs ! Purity and truth ! Eternal joy ! And everlaibng love ! 
Not purple violets in the early fpring, 
Such graceful fweets, fuch tender beauties bring ; 
The orient blufli^ "vvhich does her cheeks adorA| 
M«kci coral pale^ vks with the roUe morn ; Wkli^

Like beams of luAre, drcitng In a God! 
But let us proceed to the proof of what we adyance : Firft the 9" 
' riginal name of the fair fez denotes a greater excellence than that 
of men ; for our great creator undoubtedly underftood very well the 
nature of what he 'made before he named tt, and by confequence 
would not be giulty of an impropriety of giving a name which fliould 
not iignifie the property and nature of the thing named; now Ada^ 
fignifies no more than earth, but Eve fignifies life, as if man lived 
Only by woman, and was but a dead and infipid lump without her. 
And it is the teftimony of God hhnfelf, that it was not good for man 
to be alooet I will (therefore) faith he, make him a help meet for 
him : the Hebrew has it, a help before him, that is, more excel- 
lent than bin. If therefoie the name given by Crod himfi:lf iignifics 
the thing to be more excelIeat,who can dispute but that the natuif 
of the thing is fo too, except any ihoiild be Co prophanely wicked as 
CO affirm. That kdaia. knew how to ^ve more foitable names ta 
the creatures, according to their natufef^jthan God bimielf. 

In the next place, the method that God oblerved in the creatioa^ 
plainly (hews woman to be the moft excellent of created beings* 
Which method of psocceding was from the lefs to the more noble 
beings, namely, from the mineral to the vegetable ; f^om thence to 
the animal kingdoms ; all which being finiued, he made meky and 
laft of all women, in whom all the creation was perfedlcd, and all 
iu beauty compleat. God having made woman, ended his work» 
luving nothing elfe more exccUent to create, {he containing fo no- 
ble an epitome of the creator'^ wii3om and power, and without 
ti^om, the world, ai glorious and exa€l as its formation was, had 
been imperft^ And it is an abfuid and ridienlous opinion to 
ihink, tlut God would conclude fb great a work! in any Uiing^ bi^t 
that which was the moft perfe<^ of all the reft. 
Clear as the fun her numerous graces {hine. 
All beauteous! AU attrad^ing, and divine ! 

Furthermore, woman excels man, in the very matter of which (he 
Iras made, not beu^ form'd out of an inanimate lump of clav as 
man was, but out oil an animated and purifyd matter, exalted bjf 
the partidpation of an immortal ibnl. For as a chymift out of a 
hide lump, extras a fin6 fpirit mdiich contains the quinteflence of 
the whole $ and if this fpirit is again re^ified, a more pure and ex- 
cellent is from thence attained : So God made man (out of a rude 
mafs of earth) an excellent creature, and when he had endowed 
him with a rational and iminOTtal fpirit, then he made woman out 
of him entire and peifetStin alU^r parts, like the (ecend'retStificatioa 
of the fpirit ; fo that it is plain beyond contradi^on, that woman 
is of a ftu more excellent native than man» 

Kay the venr curfe that God laid upon woman, fliews plainW 
that flie was the fuperior being before the fall, thy defire Jhall he 
fMijtff to thy hufiand, and be fidll rule aver thee. Now where had 
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Ven the curie, if fhe had been rubje«St to her hufband before ? far 
haps fiimc will conclude from this, that tho' the woman was fupe- 
tiot to us before the fall, yet ever fince we are fuperior to woman ; 
but this error it eafily reoified ; for all that I have been contend* 
ingfor is. That the nature of woman was fuperior and more excellent 
than man, which is not oppofedby this curfe, fince fubjedting a more 
excellent to a more inferior is indeed the greater punifhment, but 
doth by no means degrade her nature. Tis as if fome noble man 
was by misfortune taken by a Turkifh rover, and made a (lave to 
fome mferior Barbarian, it does not follow, that becaufe he is for- 
ced to fubmit to the commands of his mafter, therefore his mafter is of 
more noble and excellent extra<Stion than he : Juflfo is the cafe before 
us, for tho* the laws of our country as well as thofe of mod others, 
in consequence of that curfe ^ fubjedt woman to her huJband, yet 
this is by no means a degrading of her nature, which i^ without 
conCroverfy much more refined and excellent than that of men. 

In fine, tho* women have loft their fuperiority over men by the 
laws, yet full they mainuin it by their charms. How do all the 
young gallants court, admire, and refpeA a beautiful tod lovely 
woman? How many emperors, kings, and princes have laid down 
their icepters at her feet, and hazarded their kingdoms in her Ser- 
vice, nay have defpis'd every thing elfe for her fake.

Let alt mankind among themTclves divide. 

It wai wifely doqe of that young man, who of three iubjei^ 
whether wine, or the king, or woman, was flron^cfl ? he chofe the 
latter for his theme, which he handled fo artfully that he bore away 
the prize. In this oration (i Efdras 4. 13.) are a great many extra- 
ordinary arguraeots for the. excellency and power of women ;. the 
laft pauage is very remarkable, he told Darius the king (before 
vrhom this oration was pronounced) how much he himfelf was 
charmed and captivated by woman. I faw (faith he) Apame fit- 
ting at the King*s right hand, I law her take the crown from off his 
head, and put.it upoh her own. Nay fhe druck him with her left 
hand, yet for all this the king gaped and gazed upon her with o- 
pen mouth. If fhe laughed, he laughed; if flic frowned or took, 
any difpleafure at him, the king was fain to flatter, to obtain a 
reconciliation. Who then can doubt the power of women, when 
t)iey are thus courted and carafTed by the greatefl of kings. I could 
give a multitude of iafbtnces of this kind, but I mufl now forbear. 
However many fuch you will find when I come hereafter to relate 
the hiflory of famous women at large, how they have excelled men 
in beauty, and have been no way inferiour to them in valour, con- 
duct, learning, poetry, and all other arts aiid fciences. 

And indeed it is no wonder that all mankind thus dote upon and 
firive with all their might to fervc and oblige the fair, iince it i^ 
they that yield them in return the greatefl pleafure and delight. O- 
thers gratify each a ievoral fenfe ; pleafant proipedts, the eye ; mu- 
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fick, the ear y relKhing banquets, the tafte ; &c But woman plea- 
fes every fenfe at once : The eye i» delighted whh tbe moft furpri- 
zing and charming objed beavea could devife; the ear is ravifhed 
vlth the harmony of her tongue ) tsSJa^ feafted with the regale of 
her kifl*es ; the touch, that is fcare fenfible of pleafure in any thing 
el^, conveys the moft ravifliing traafports to the heart that iniag^ 
' nation can acate ; the fmcU is bleft with the odoriferous perfume 
of her breath: "Kay, and to make a further diftindlion between the

3. Help, furies, you that cannot flatter, 
I knew her noie ^ffbrdeth matter ;

And the fcream of 0I4 iron her fenfes confound, 

Thelady^ you may be. well aiTured, was not a little nettled at 
this extravagant affront, but (Ufling her refentments, (lie was re- 
folv'd to be reveng*d ; flie knew very well the voice, and the hu- 
mour of the man, and, after fome thoughts how to manage the 
point, ihe at laft pitches upon a projed^ which fucceeded to her 
wifhcs.

thes) as i£ it were in your own breafl : then know, . (proceeded the 
cunning gypfie) my mader going often abroad upon pretended bufi- 
nefs, (when in reality be had none) made my miArefs fufpedt there 
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was foxncthinginthe wind more than ordinary, and upon ciiqairyy 
found that he had amiftrefs ten miles off; ihe took coach, and m« 
along wich her, and her two fervants, the reft being abroad with 
zn^ mailer ; fo that not a foul was left at home : we ftop'd half a 
mile fhort of the place, ihe goes and furpiisces them in a poAure 
that {hall be hamelefs ; (he flies like a tygrefs on die jilt, fcolds ia 
a horrid manner againft her hufband, vows never to come between 
a pair of ihects with him again : he, not regarding her cries and re^ 
proachee, takes his Moggy behind him, and is gone ihe knows not 
whither ; when my miftrefs came back to us* ihe took coach and 
came home this morning, and did nothing but ery and fob all the 
way, a:: if her heart would break ; I by much perfuafion at Ia(k 
got the fecret out, which is what I liave related to you : but ever 
and anon fhc would cry out, O my Cleanthes ! O my firft love 1 
that has made iuch deep and lailing impreilions on my foul, I am 
liire he would never have ierved me fo : nay, iince ilie hatk a|>me home 
Ihe hath faid a thoufafld tender things of you, vows to be reveng*d 
on my mafter ; and I am perfuaded if you fhoold now. wait on her, 
you would not repent your labour, for a more favourable oppor* 
tunicy could never happen ; but for your life fpeak not| one word 
to any mortal of what I now have told you. Cleanthes was Qves- 
|oy*d at this romantick ilory, being glad at heart that nobody was 
at home (atf he thought) to hear his Sat fong and harmonious mu- 
fick ; and itiping ha& a piece in Lucy'a hand, he told her he would 

fo home and dreis himfelf and wait upon her miibefs prefently* 
iUcy returns home with joy, and tells her miibefs how handfomo-' 
ly ihe had decoy*d the fercnading fpark; to be ihort, heibon 
comes to wait upon her, and after ibmc indifiereat matters talked 
over, they came to repeat over the times of their courtihip, and the 
■j^ndeating words and actions paft between them; being a little heat- 
ed with Sfcoarfe» Cleanthes watches a favourable opportunity to 
urge his love, ihe defends her honour, he urges revenge upon a treach- 
erous huiband ; at length ihe feemingjly yields, and appoints twelve 
i clock that night to make him happy, when a ladder of rop^ 
fiiould be let down out of the window over their draw-bridge, and 
upon a %n given by Lucy he was to afcend and be happy. Cle- 
anthes returned the moft happy of all men, and now the ill thougltts 
he conceiv*d againft the fair icx are all vaniih*d ; now 90 one in 
the earth had a greater valne fbt them than himfefif, u he will let 
the world fee by his future condu<& towards them : and oow he 
thinks every minute an hour tilt the appointed time com^, he 
chides the fun for loitering ib long in viewing our Appcr hcoiif- 
phere, and oft would he fat, • ' '. \ ' 

Fly fwift you minutes ! like my wiilies fly t 
Make hafte ! niake hade ! and bring ine tx> my joy. 
In the^ mean time, that he might prepare himfelf both in lav-^ 
^age and 'behaviour to entertain and accofl his miilrefs, he was 
refolv*d,' a^ his iifoal cuflom was, to pTa<^fe it over before hand. 
To this end he privately procures a ladder of ropes; and flips into 
Ids chamber, hii elder flilct's ]^ailboard hca^-block which happened 
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to be drefl with her beft Aiit of fiench night-cloaths. About ten

window and gave him the fign agreed on, up he mounts with the 
nimblenefs of an eager lover; but having got almofi ta the top, 
the chair he tyM his ladder to gave way, and down tumbles- my 

ipark into the yard, with that force that it bruifed him in a pitious

' the with kiiTefr! then would he reply in his own voice^ I come \ I 
come ! ray evcrlafling charmer ! he was fo very eager, and his 
thoughts ran fo'much upon his approaching blifo, that as he \ia- 
dipcffed himfeif he flings his coat one way, his breeches another, 
h^s {hoe« and ftockings another, and, not minding what he did» 
he pulls ofFfhirt and all, and flings himfeif into bed, falls a kifUng 
the pafleboavd head, with all the tranfports of a violent paillony 
and a world of fine tsllkpaffed between them, he to attack, and fhe 
to defend her honour; at lafl he fuppofes the fair one yielding, 
€ri«s out aloud as it werein an«agony, oh unexprefEble rapture I 
my blefs is greater far than mortal man can bear. 

Oh ! pleafiires ! boundlefs p!eafures I that ev*n }ove *" 
Might envy; fOitranfportiqg is my lovc^ 

At this very infhint enter*d into hU chamber, his father, mother, 
two fifters, and fome neighbours with lights in their hands ; for 
his father hearing the noife that was made by the diair, and after- 
wards his jumping intache chamber from the window, had flipton 
his night-gown, and coming up to to the chfUOber door, heard the 
qidearing converfation (as he isyigined} between his fon and his 
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Bedfellow, down thunders he to his wffe, calls up Kis two daughter^ 
teds for fbroe of his neighbours that wcte not y«v^nc to bedy 
fells them the misfortune of his family, that bi» (on was io bed 
^ith a lewd "womaa ; he defires them to accompany htih to fur« 
prize them together, and that they ihould both of them feel the 
e6r<ftSb of his juft indignation. Away they coBie with forrowful 
hearts and wet eyes, and eater the room as before related. - Clean* 
thes was ftrang^Iy furprizedat fo great a company, he flipt the paft* 
Board head quite down into the bMcd, and refolving within himfelf 
not to anfwer one word to whatever they ihould fay t» him, he lay 
Tery fnug ; the company coming up to the bed^lidc, the father firft 
^rolce iilence, thou wicked aba&dtm'd wretch (iarth he, in a violent 
i&ngry tone) will no place ferv^ your polluted purpofes but my owa 
%oufc ? thou Aain of my family ! 'thou deftroyfer of my good narae^ 
get out of ray lioufe ! I wiM difinhcxit you this moment, you grace* 
^srafcal.- Odeanthes ! faith themdther (fightng and fobbing 
as if her heart would break) you have broke my heart ; I ex-^ 
peded comfort from you in my latter days, but this nights- work 
nas ruin*d nvy repofe for ever : then raiiing her voice of a fuddezh 
come out, you bale woman ! tbou wicked deluder of young meivt 
come out you ffarumpet ! TU tear your eyes out ! I'll pull you 
limb from >imb, you fhe^^vil ! Look {Csys the younger daugh-- 
'ter) what confufioo the room is in^ fee how all hi» cloathes are 
Scattered about the chamber. Hah ! whatV here (conunued flie} 
'In the window ; a ladder of ropes as I live ; is this the way, ma* 
dam iihpudence, you came itt -it ? you'll hazard your neck to com* 
pafs your lewd ends^but 1*11 cool your courage you brazen-fac*d quean^ 
rii make you an example tOaU the loofe Arumpets in the country. 
Come Madam minx (laid the elder nfter) let's fee your brazen-face; 
and with that, turning down part of the bed-ck)ath», which Cle- 
anthes held down as fafl as ke could, fhe fpies her head-cloath^,- 
which fhe fnatchcs away in the greatcft fury imaginable, crying out. 
Oh chou devil incarnate ! Thou impudent brazen-'faced quean ! put 
my night cloaths upon thy whore*s head. Think you (faith Ihe 
to her ndghbours) 1*11 ever wear them again ? No, 1*11 be hang'd 
"lirft : Then in a rage, and crying for very madncfs, Ihe tears off 
the lace, pulls the fine knots to pieces, and rending it into an hun* 
dred pieces, ihe flamps it under her feet : this put the company 
into a terrible feud; and now they were all refolv*d to cxpofe this 
wicked woman, and laying hold upon the bed-cloaths, they pulled. 
to get them off, and Cleanthes puH'd to keep tiiem on : And during 
this ftrugg'c, the father, mother, and daughters threatucd her, in 
all the angry- words that rage and malice could invent. You iliall 
be whipt in Bridewell for a whore, fays one. You fliall be whipt 
at a cart's arfe for a thief, faith another. We'll pull her limb from 
limb! "We'll tear her inta. a thoufand pieces; we'll rip out her 
heart, a bafe impudent whore! In the midft of this ihower of 
pai&on, they gave one grSnd poll, and off came the bed-cloaths, 
where ihey found this bale ftrumpct to be nothing in the world but 
ai pa{b>boatd' bead; and Cleanthes, for bis part, as naked as he 
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■vras bGTn. Cteanthes immediately dipt under the bed to hide him*

and fear nothing; with that Che led him to the next room, bein^a

herfdf^ and would wait upon him prefently; but fhc defired him 
to pttt out his candle, when he was in bed, for fhc would not ^e 
fee n in her fhift.

And fearch- into the hidden fpoit 

Of the happy fairy court. » 

Stay till the kiag himfelf doth come. 
That thou mayft hear thy dreadful dooriK 
Whilft one fatyr thus accofted him, the other very dexteroufly 
• had conveyed a 'good quantity of cow-itch -all over him. 

Immediately a company of boys drcifed^like fairies came dancing 
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ia, aod capering about, and pmdiing him feverelv, that he soar'4 
out like a (ovirxi.bull ; the b©y» finging all the while 

In lieii of the cat-calls and falt-boxes fouody . . 

Let cow-iich and pinches his fenies confound* 
But that, which gave him the greateft uneaiinefs, was what hf 
heard .the Jboy» ling, which pJainlj fhew'd he was betrayed, an^ 
what w;ou]4 become of him he knew not. 

Preiently a great noife was heard at a diftaace, dowa with th^ 

the drawbridge quickly, my mailer is come and brought Mr Slailiumk 

the chyrurgeon with him ; immediately all bis troublefome cbmpa* 

aions left him, taking all the lights along with them ; and loop

grace faid, prepared to fall on luftily. Madam Dainty had got her 
a wing of a partridge, Mrs Cramwcll had got her a lufty piece of 
venifon-pafty i gooddy Gutler had pil*d up her plate with plumb- 
pudding as high as ever it could hold : Mt Thirfty could cat but 
little, but he had got a large tankard of ftout, and two or three 
bottles of claret, and every one had plentifully furniflied themfelveS

** that gives him a bloody pinch on the nofe; but her middle finger 
at the fkme time prefUng hard upon his mouth, he catches it faft 
betAvecn his teeth; flic pulls, he holds fad; flie begs and prays, 
he grips harder; fhe fqueaJs and roars out, the company laugh un« 
meafurably, Geanthes bites unmercifully, infomuch that the noiie 
and confufed medley of "mirth and fortow, fo frights the young fel- , 
low that lay concealed under the table, that he was refolved to <{mt

,_ Alt being found by fome wanderiiig (hepherds, they took her 
liome, and i)red her as their own daughter. She was extremely 
beautiful, and of a piercing wit, and uncommon courage and mag- 
sxanimity. When flie arrived to ftti! age, ihe was prelented to the 
Syrian Vice Roy, Who gave her in marriage to his eldeft Ton. Go- 
ing with him to the wars, {he fell acquainted with Ninus, who be- 
ing wonderfully pleafed both wHh her perfon and condutS):, took 
her to his wife. She by her charms prevailed upon his fondnefs fo 
far, as to grant her one day to fway the royal fcepcer, and to com- 
siiand his empire. Upon this he iSfued out his procUmatioo, that 
for the t^me aforefaid her ^yiU fliould be obeyed in all things that 
ihe commanded without reierve. Some authors fay, fhe caufed her 
buiband to be impriibned, and afterwards to be ilain. Having 
thus got the g€>vemment into her hands, ihe prefeutly became the 
talk and glory of the world.

Other hung down ready to.be done, word was brought her, th^t the, 
Babyloniaas her fuhjetSts were all in on uproar, 2ic goes out iza- 
diately in tha^ manner, and by her prefe^ncc, ^fjfcrfuafions, thurcatSf.- 
and managcm(;nt, fiie f<}on fuppreft thq .raging multitude i Af^t, 
tlien went home and finiflied her drelfing, . Thus flie >vha j%j 
her infaucy. was at the brink of ruin, became qn^ of;the nfE^oft fa^^i

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*tO AiftahiSfia. was WHbof Manias ling of Caria, i ^omaa 
fIF-iUvmcibie courage, and a moflr ardent lover ot her hu/band : for 
4rhtn he vtas dead, and his body burned andtcduc'd to a{hes, fiie 
imx*d thefe afbes with fweet fcented water, and drank them up» 
becaufe £he thought {he coold not better teftify the eitreme love 
flie had for her hufband, then by drinking hi» a£bes, and makin|; 
herfelf by this means, his fepulcher. (he built l^m likewife a ftate<« 
Iv monument ia the city of Halicaxnafiut^. It was in circuit four 
Itundrcd and eleven feet, and in height five and twenty cubits, fup* 
ported with thirty pillars excellently engraven, it was open. on all 
fides with arches fcventy and three feet widej framed by the moft 
ezquifite workmen of that age. It was enriched with images o£ 
marble, and was accounted one of the wonders of the world, and 
A mafter piece of archite(5ture. This work hath (b far merited the 
approbation of all ages, that all the magnificent monuments of kings 
and heroes are from it named maofolcums. After her hufbanos , 
death, fhe performed a multitude of brave and gallant suSdons^ 
two of which only I fUali here relate. 

When Xerxes made his expedition into Greece, Artemifia went 
a volunteer in the fleet, and fitted out five at her own cods 
aiid charges for that intent. la the great fea-fight near Salamanc, 
Ship againfl fliip, beaks meeting beaks, refound 
And run a Aern ; the air is darkened round s 
Deform'd de(lructiou, and wild horrOr ride i 

In fearful pomp upon the crimfon tide. 
I fay, in tliis fight Xerxes retired at a diflance, . audftood only" 
as fpe(5bator : (lie demeaned herfelf in that battle to the admiratioa 
of ail men : of whofe fhips die king taking particular notice, faid 
with a deep figh .(after he had loft the battle) that all my men ibi§ 
day have (hewn themfelves women ; and there is but one woman 
among them, and (lie only hath Oiewed herfelf a man. 

The other xndance of her gallantry is related, by VitruVius in 
thefe words. ** Having taken upon her. the government of the 
'* the kingdom, the Rhodians could not endure that a woman 
** fhould reign over all Caria, and therefore they equipp*d out a 
** fleet to make themieives mafters of the kingdom : but Artem&ia 
*' being informed of it, gave order that a fleet of ihips ihould hw 
hid»in the l^ittle harbour which the king liad caufed to l>e cut, 
together with gally-ilaves and fuch military men 'as Had bectt 
accu|lp9ied,to figlit at fea, and that the reft £hould appea»:op«ft 
** upon the ramparts. Then the Rhodians approaching with theitf 
"-fleet very well, equipped, as it was juft ready to enter into the 
'i great harbour, the queen ga^e a figoal from the walls, .to give 
them to underftand that the city would furrender. Whereupon 
the Rhodians left their (hips and went into the city, and imme- 
diately Artemifia cau^d the little harbour to be opened, out O^ 
which came the fleet, and went into the great harbour where 
'* the Rhodians had left their ihips, theie her fleet carried away 
«* with them into the open, fea, after they had furni/li*d them watk 
** £pamc& and fv>Idiers ; at the fiunc time the Khodians having 
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*< no ;neans left of e&aping, were aU kiird in. the puUic pUce ^€fe^ 
''*' in they were found ihut up. Nevenhelefs, the queen went. 
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firaight to the ifle of Rhodes with, the fliips of the j^hodians i, 
and the inhabitants feing the iliip& returned crowned with lautel» 
received their enemies, whom they took for their own cieopie re- 
turning viiSiorius. But ArtexniUa poiTefs'd herfeit of their city, 
*^ in the midft of whofe ruins {he caufed hec own mo(tgioriou»^ 
** ftatuc to. be eredled." 

' This, is one of the fineHftratageros I ever read of, and executed 
with a botdnefs becoming the greated mind that ever was. Arte« 
milia died two years after her hufband for the grief flie had loft, 
him, and was buried by him in the maufoleum ihe had built foe 
bim. 

Thus we fee aa uncommon {Vbscefs. and glory attend thofe wo* 
men who have had an entire love for their hu/bands wJtiUft living^ 
and have retained a grateful fenfe of them after they were dead.

, . Ix happened that Afpafia was taken by a PcrGan from her father^ 
«id prefented u«to- Cyrus the fon of JDarius, but much againd her 
own will oc the liking of her father. Being prefented to bim witK 
divers other beauties, flie was commended above them all, not 
only for her unfpotted beauty, but for the civility of her carriageij 
•nd the modefiy of he» countenance. 

Like her, the nympjis of great Diana were- 

.Mpdeik and chal>e, and mod divinely fair 

As the fereneft fumaier's purged air. 
. Bui tliat which hightened the love of al> men to her, was her 
fingular wifdom, and admirable difcretion. The Hxd time Ihe 
fkood before the king was at fupper-time ; which ended, Cyrus 
(as the perliaa manner is) took l^i cups htflily ; in the midfl of 
vlii^h, he wiu.prefciued with four ^ecian damofels ; Afpafia bein^

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tme of them,: the «thcr th^ee ^mre ricMy adorned and Bcftiitiiod to 
cateitain the mdnarcii, ¥ut Afpaiia. wouid Ufe none o£ thoie adorn-^ 
taenu, but appeaitd in-foitowand difoxder, aud fcarcenvithlhripes 
Skud duedits 'CTMiid flie be ft>Ked to^appear, chdofing rather to be an 
iBDOcentvirgiD, tiiaaa (l^imipet to the higKeft monarch. The othet 
damofeh coming before Gyr^s, fmiled and u(ed many immodeft 
cmd cmicmg gcftuMs, Aifiering the king to ftroke their eheek^ 
breafts and necks; but Al^afia,- ^th Tirnnrbluihes, ftood aloof, 
ftnd when the'kthg cjfme to dallv with her) ifhe fthickhis hand 
afide, audboidly told him, -that if he offered to touch her, tho*. hi 
was the greatefk king on earth, • lie ihoukl not go unpnniiiiQd. Thia 
unexpedbed coyncfs, (b charmed Cyru», that he the mote ardently 
fixed his affe«5tioBS on her, and after fome time, he took her to 
wife, and Ate, in diat capacity, loved liim entirely. She ufcd a 
wonderous modefty in. her bchaTiour; and her wifdom t»as.fuch 
that Cyrus admitted her ibmetimes into hi6 eounft^U, and' her ad^ 
Tice being followed, feldom failed of fuccefs. Cyrus was one 
diy^^^ented witH a Aitfd^adfnirable rich jewd, he flies with it ta 
bit beldv'ed 'Aipafia, here (faith he to her) I beAow upon thqe i

ther Patiifetldes ? And therefore I entreat you fend> it her, for f 

without this ornament can prefent you with a neck folEcientl^ 

beautiful.

This- anfwcr cxtreamly plea/cd the king, who accordingly, fent it

Cyrus, to reward her, prefented her with many rich gifts of mights 
value ; all which ilie mod«fUy fent back with this melTagc : thefe 
things, O king, may Be ufcful to thee that hath the charge of fuch - 
infinites^of men« when.t)ic gieatcft riches I ddire is tobcitruejy be- 
loved by thee. * 

So great her love, fo innocent her life,

it jQilf could only, be a greates good. 
'With t|iefe and thk iike means Qm tied the king in Inlepinible^ 
bonds of aifeaaon towards hes. 

But fome time after, Qpm* was fialn 11^ battle by Us brother^ 
«nd his whole anny o«ecthn»3D*n« and ihe among the reft made pi^ 
foDCT ; whom. Artaxerxes w*^ Angular care and diligenee Uufed.iO. 
be fou^out ; and being fbwtd, he comfijrted alt he could, but 
iU in <ndn, flie was hiconfcdable fos the death of her dear IokL 
' The dclugcMtf ^ mating toartdiigrace, ... 

Had drowa'd the world of beautyi ia ha f«ce« 
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But time, at length, began to modffnte hu o^ef, and abate 
her paflloas, and then, it was the king pcxTuaded her to raie out of 
.her memory Cyrus dead' ; and in his- room, to admit Artaxorxef 
living: which flowly, and. by degrees, he did obtain, refpeding 
her above ail other his wives, and ilie till her death, living in hift 
xnoft efpecial grace and favour. Thu& we fee the admirable adva&«> 
V^S,^ of a good education, and that a modfft and honeft. wcman, is 
thein oft' valvable jewel of the world ; that tho' beauty, has its 
charmS) yet vertue has allurements no Icfs powerful ;.and the fureit 
vay to bfipaihonately beloved, is to he truly valuable, 
r ' \firtue, beyond compare*s by all allow'd. 
The £aircft beauty, .and the beft endow'd» 
(For what imperial dame like her can fay, 
I*ve wealth can ne'er be loft, and charms will ne*er decay.) 
An Eden where unfading plea^res gsow,. 
And joy *s pure (breams, unintenrupted flow. 

(4.) Zenobia^ quee&of Palmyra, was a. moft learned" prineeAv 
and. a mpft incomparable woman. She peife<Slly underftqed- the ori* 
cntal tongues, and the greek and latin in their piMrity, and taught 
hes own fdns herfelf :• flie was eitremcly beautiftil* and ipchafte^ 
that weae i^ not tor the fake of a fuccefor, fhe would willingljr 
have abftainod from the pleafurea of the marriag<>-bcd. She was a^ 
moft courageous lady, and often march'don foot at the head of the 
army, and made her buiband Odenatus lord of the eaft* She w(»e 
her armour even at her devotions. After her hu(band*s death, i^9 
conquer'd Egypt, beat the lieutenants of the emperor GaUienus, 
and maintained a vigorous war againft the Romans. But after a 
great many battles, Aurclian the emperor overthrew her, and car- 
rfed her in triumph to Rome, where die appeared with fuch. un* 
daunted' courage, that tho' the Romans ufed to Kill' all their cap» 
tives, yet tiley fuflfered.her to live faifely in the city Tibur in Italy 5 
and the emperor thought the conquefl fo conilderabl^, that he. 
built a temple at Rome, and" dedicated' it. to the fun, and' enrich*d 
it with this ftatiAes of the fun and Bacchus, and other fpoils whicH 
were ^brought from Palmyra thither. 

Thus learning. Beauty, courage^- all combine 

To make the glories of Zenobia (bine. 

And (he (tho* kd'in triumph) conquered more, 

fiy her undaunted mind, than ihe had done before. 
My narrow icantlfng will' not permit me to proceed any farther 
on this glorious fubjeS at this time, otherwife I Ihould have Shew- 
ed you, that our own nation'ha»produced fevcral illuftrious qneens-^ 
AO whit inferior to thefe, Or any other, fuch as Boadice, Elizabeth^ 
and our preftnt moft renowned queen Anne, whofe reign- has been 
attended \rith {b many amazing iaftances of fuccefe, that almoin 
IhrpaiTes human belief. 

Kay, fi> fenfible are tlie men of the (kill and conduA of the fais 
fez io-thc aatuie* of government, that the moft important article p£ 
the education of qhildrciii upoa which the good or i^ of a nation 
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ilep«nds,- is almoft entirely committed to them ; and according to 
my promlfe, I fhall here faj fomcching of it, referring the remaindes 
to another opportunity. 

Of Education^ 

In education two things are chiefly to be regarded, namely, the 
liealth of tlie body, and tlic improvement of the mind. As for the 
foil, being no phyfician myfelf, I fliali give you the quintcffence of 
^hat is faid upon that head by a moA ingenious phyfician and in- 
comparaWephilofopher, in as few words as I can. 

Tjflce care then, that children be not too warmly clad winter or 
lummer, and as foon as nature has covered the head with hair^ 
and (Irengthened it with a year or two's age, 'tis bcft to let them (he 
means the boys) run about by day without their hat, and to lie in 
bed at night without a cap. For there is nothing that tend more to 
head-achs, colds, catarrhs, coughs, and feveral other difeaTes, than 
keeping the head warm. Let the feet of children be every day 
waflied in cold water, and their (hoes fo thin that they might let 
in water, ^whenever they come ^igh it. Let them be as much in 
the open air aspoffible, and very little as may be by the fire, even 
in winter; but take a fpedal care children lye not on the ground 
when they are hot with play ; or drink cold dr'nk, 4iU they have 
eat a piece of dry bread, and the beer a little heated ; 'for by the 
&egle€k of this caution j there are more brought to the grave, or to 
the brink of it, by ^ers and other difeafes, than any other one 
thing kefides. Let not <hildren*-s cloaths be made (beight, efpedally 
about, the -breaA, for this.fpoils the fhape, caufes fhort and linking 
breath, iU lungs and crookednefs. For 'diet, let ih^mcat little or 
no Defli till two or three years of age ; let tfaem eat bread plentiful- 
ly, and chew all t-hings well-; feafon nothmg forthem wiih fpice, 
and fparingly ^ith fugar ; give them but little fait, and ufe than to 
no high feafoned meats. But let their chief diet be milk, milk>pot- 
tage, wAter-grewel, flummery, bread and butter or cheefe.' Give 
them to drink fmall beer, and that only at meals, and never fuffer • 
them to drink between meals, till they eat a picee of brown biead. 
But above all things take great care that they feldom if ever tafle 
any wine or ftrong drink; let them eat no fruit but what is full 
ripe ; and let them have as much fleep as is to their full fatisfac^ 
tioA ; there being nothing that contributes more to the growth and 
health of children than fl^ep; but as they grow up, the allowance 
muft be (hortcned. Let their bed be hard, and rather quilts than 
feathers. And never give children phyUck for prevention ; but if 
a child fliould fall ill, a little cold ftiU'd poppy-water, which is the 
true furfeit-water, with eafe, and abftinence from flefli, often puts 
an end toieverat diften\pers in the beginning, which by too forward 
applications might have been made lufty difeafes. AVhen fuch gen- 
tle treatment will not ftop the growing miichief, then it will be time 

toieek advice from fome fober phyiician. 

This 
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Hits is the fum of what this incomparable phyiician dire(&s in 
relation to the hcahh of the body, which in ihort is, plenty of 
open air, exercifc and fleep ; plain diet, no wine or ftrong drink, 
and very little or no phyQck, not too warm aivd freight cloathing^ 
efpecially the head and feet kept cold, and the feet often ufed to 
cold water, and expofed to wet. 

The feqobd part of the education of children confifts in the im- 
provement of the mind. I have not room at .prefent to advance 
any farther than their childhood, and therefore the diretStioas will 
ferve indifferently for children of both fexes, but hereafter, wKca 
I come to treat of their advanced agCj I fliall confine myfelf only 
to the female fexi and I do alTure them, I have by me in (lore for 
their ufe, fome curious remarks and many important advices and 
dvre<5^0Bs towards the managing of their condutSfc ; which they ihall 
have In due time. But to proceed ; 

Children like tender oziers, take the bow, 

And as they firft are fafhion'd always grow : 

For what we learn in youth, to that alone 

In age we are, by fecond-nature prone. 

The little and s^moA miserable impxeflions on their tender infancy 
have very important and lafhng confequences ;, our utmoft care 
mufik therefore be employed i^ feafoning their minds as foon aspof- 
iible» with the tin^fture of virtue and religion;, and to make noim^ 
pxcilion on their minds, that will be of ill and. future tendencies. 
' The moft important rules is to begin betimes, before the princi^ 
pies of nature are corrupted by Ul advice or ill examples of others ; 
not to humour them too much in any thing, or to, teach them to- 
be revenged of an injiuy ; not to foften their minds by too much, 
tendernefs and pity upon every little mifchance; but to reward 
them for a good a^, and to punifli them with moderation for of 
ill one ; to make them in love of credit, and appsehenfive an 
dxame an^ difgrace. Theie are the trae principles that will con- 
ila&tly work, and incline them to the. right. This is the rudder 
that will Aeer their-iittle bark, by the guidance of aikilful pilot, 
into the haven of happinefs. 

.1 cannot here omit one o]>fervation I have frequently made, 
which too many parents are gmlty of, and with which I flull con- 
clude this head at this time. If children do not readily comply to 
thar delires, rather than to beat or perfuade them into obedience, 
they will endeavour to fright them into it, by telling fome frigJii- 
ful flories of fpiiits, and gobliogs of raw head and bloody bones 
that are ready to fetch .theni away, and devour them. But this 
method of education of all others is to be. avoided, for it 
foftens the mind, dcprefTes the fpirits, and fbikes fuch terror upon 
the imagination, that oft times it, never can be era fed, and they 
carry the impreHion to their graves. This makes them dadards 
when alone, and afraid of their ihadows and darknefs all their lives 
after ; an inflance of which J ihall give in the enfuing fiory. 

Of 
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Of th'e Man that frighted bimfelf 

Roger was a lufty and a bonny lad a< one ihould look on in a 
iuminer's day : he could fling the bar, wreftle, play at cvdgels 
jquarter-ftafF, fifty-cuffs with the beft of all his neighbours ; but be- 
ing terribly frighted in his infancy with the fiorics of hobgoblings, 
fpirits, and wandering ghofis; and hearing his old grannum tell 
ftrange ftories of fairies, efpecially of Mab their queen, and of the 
Ihange feats they adled ; for thus £be ufed to tattle, 

There is Mab the miftrefs fairy, 
That doth nightlv rob the daiiy^. 
And can hurt or nelp the churning 
As (he pleafe without difcerning. 
She that pinches country wenches 
If they rub not clean thoir benches, 
And with {harper nails remembers, 
"Wlien they rake not up their embers") 
But if fo they chance to feaft her. 
In tlieir ihoe die drops a tefter. 

Thefe and fuch like ftories of ghofts walking in churches md 
church-yards, (efpecially after any one's death) made fuch ftrong 
impreilions on his mind, that he could never fhake them off, but 
was as great a coward when alone in the dark, as he was ftout and, 
courageous in the open day. The mafter with whom Roger liTcd, 
died, he was an afliftant at the funeral, and being come home very 
weary, he went to bed ; between twelve and one at night, Roger 
wakes, when prefently the death of his mafter, and the ftories of 
walking fpirits and ghofts came crowding into his thoughts, and 
his fears encreafed bccaufe he lay in the room his mafter died in ; 
in thefe perplexities looking towards the window, he was ftrangely 
iurprized to fee, by the weak glimmering of the light from the 
moon, a man (land at fome fmall diftance from his bed-fide, with 
his hat on his head, his neck-cloth on, his arms hanging carelefsl}^ 
bj his fides; he crowds himfelf over head andears in bed, and ima* 
gincd it was his mafter come to reproach him for fome tricks he 
had ' put upon him. But recoIle<5bing all his courage, he was re- 
folvcd to have another look, not knowing but it might be the ef- 
fe<£ls of his fear or fancy, or elfe ibme of the fervants might take 
this opportunity to afiright him. Well then he ventures another 
look, and then he was fure it was no fancy, nor any trick 
play*d him, but a real apparition. He faw his mafter (as he 
thought) with a pale face, hanging down his head, with huge 
faucer eyes, a terrible \ride mouth, his neckcloth carelcfsly put on, 
one fide hanging lower than the other, and his two hands cut off to 
the wrifts. This fight ftrangely amazed him, he covered himfelf 
over head and ears trembling and affrighted; now nothing but 
churches and ckarncl houfes, ghofts and goblings, ran in his head, 
and nothing more concerned him, and proved plainly it could be 
no delufion but a real fpciftre, was becaufc both his hands were 
cut off. In this dreadful fright he lay till about two o'clock, the 

F cock 
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.coek crew, which g&ve him foxne comfort, for thofe who ufed m 
iill his head with thefe fpirit ftories, ufed to fay, that at the cock 
oroi^ing iXl fpiiits vaaiihed away. He therefore once more ven- 
tures to peep out, it being fomethinglighter than before, he plainly 
and diflindlly faw the fame apparition in the very fame place and 
poihire as he was in before. This (buck him like a thunder bolt, 
and no^ he thought the devil in the ihape of his mafter was come 
.to fetch him bodily away, for his wicked life: this brought all the 
ai£lions of his whole lifem view; how many girls he had deceived, 
how oft he had fworc, curfed, or been drunk ; how many cheats 
and tricks he had put upon his mafter and others. Then he thoug^ht 
of the dreadful place and torments he fhould go into ; thofe lakes 
of brimftone, mountains of fire, the rattling of chains, and the yelk 
and horrid din of thedamn'd; thefe thoughts put him into a tciri- 
blc agQpj. 

•Horror and heat^ amazing fear poflcft. 
The fiiinting powers of his troubled breaft* 
His knees each (truck, the frighted blood 
fled to his heart, his hair like briftles (bod.; 
An4 from his trembling body and his face, 
Show*rs of cold fweat, roU'd trembling down a-ipacc. 

In this pickle he lay, 'tiD day was pretty far advanced; and be- 
ing then aflured all fpirits ^ifappeared, he once more looked out 
towards the place he did before ; and then he was confounded by 
his (hame as he was before by his fear ; for coming to bed late in 
the dark, he had put his coat upon a chair that ftood fame diftance 
fr^m his bed, whofe two (leeves happened to hang down flinging, 
his neckcloth upon his coat, and his hat upon both ; this was the 
fpirit that gave him all this difturbaace, and what the appearance 
.wanted his imagination and fancy ittpplicd ; Poor Roger looked 
wofully for a good while after, and this terrible fVight, it feems, 
had made him evacuate ivith great plenty fomething elfe befides 
fw^at ; for when the maid came to make his bpd flie was fain to 
hold her nofe with one hand while with the other (lie carrricd away 
ihis (lieets, to change them for fome more fweet and cleanly.

Of thcfe three riddles, the firft is a firefliip, the other tiro I Aall 
not jKxplatn till next year ; but I doubt not but they yniU be found- 
out long before that time, by the Ingenious ladies. 
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The hifiory of famous nuomen continued: The life ofBoadi'^ 
cea^ ^een Elizabeth and ^een Anne. 

Having in my lad began the hiftory of famous voBien, with the 
lives of four iJluffarious f(tfeign queeni» namely the magnificent 
Semiramis, the couragtcus Artemtiia» the learned Zenobia, and the 
charming Afpafiai (whofe lovely charadler deferves to be read by 
all the married fair ones.) I ihall now proceed to the hiAory of 
fome queens of our own ifland, who come not fhort, but in many 
cafes exceed them in thofe great and noble qualities; And among 
many others that might be named I fhall infift only upon three,

«ur prefent glorious queen Anne* 

Boadicea was wife of Prafutagus,. one of t^ kings of this 
ifland, who in wealth iUrpafied all others ; to iecure his houle and 
family from any injury, and his kingdom from any danger from 
the Romans, (who did then inhabit our country) he made Nero 
(the then emperor of Rome) and his two daughters his heirs, not 
doubting but fuch a generous and advantageous donative to the 
emperor would tend to his future peace and tranquility : But it 
happened far otherwife, for under the colour of viewing the eftate 
that was to defcend to Czfar, they filled his kingdom with^ centu- 
rions and ibldiers, felzing upon all as their own, turned the chief 
of the inhabitants out of their pofTeilions, and mifufed the queen 
herfclf, and reputed her relations and friends as no other than flaves. 
This put thi Britains into a mighty ferment, but the fOllowmg in- 
human accident rai fed it to its ucmoft hcighth. A Roman General 
pretended love to Camilla one of queen Boadicea*s daughters, and 
made ofiTers of relaxing fome of their grievances if they would give 
him her to be his wife; but the affronts they had received were fo 
intolerable that they refufed his ofes with the utmoft difdain, and 
the queen told him, 

Fir*d with a juft refeutment and difdain, 

Britain, ihall never hear of peace again. 

Not tho' your Cxfar could command our fate. 

Shall Boadicea condefcend to treat. 

Wonid but my daughter once herfelf refign^ 

Tho* to an £mp*ror of the Roman line ! 

By heaven Td ufe her as my deadb'efl foe» 

Scarce ihould I ufe a faithlefs Roman fo. 

But whatever the generaVs pretences were, his defigns were other- 
wife ; for one day catching the virgin at unawares ibme diilance from 
the court, he ftrove all he could to perfuade her to his lewd em- 
braces; but finding he could not poflibly prevail by fair means he 
j^iolred to force her which (he percciirifligy made her cry out. 

Oh 
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Oh! that mine eyes like bafilUks could roll, 
And dar( their pointed glances through thj foul : 
Gods ! if you ever are concerned to Imovtr, 
The barViOttS crimes dene hourly here below. 
Exert yourfelves and {hew your juftice now.

Kotwith/landing all her cries, prayers, tears, exclamations andt^ 
entreaties, he at lad by force inhumanly deflower*d her. But oh 1 
the piteous moans, and doleful lamentations (he made after that fa* 
ta! difgrace, 'twould make a tender virjfin's heart to bleed to heac^ 
the whole, but a few lines will fliew the fubftance of the reft. . 

Look down,- relentlefs heaven ! look down and fee 

All that is greatlv wretched here in me. 

Wind$ ceafe to blow, and weeping clouds to rain^< 

And ruffled fcas grow itill and fmooth again. 

Stars take theirturns to glitter in the ikies.

. ufed all the means he could to allay her grief j but dewith the ut« 
IBoft indignation cry'd out.

How {hall 1 fly from thy detcfted fight ? 
liow (iince theu mad*ft me loath it) iliun the light ? 
I'il take no food, but ftop my ftlfled breath, 
And find at laft fome path that leads to death ; 
Then. when I reach the dreadful thund'rcr's thronci 
I'll make him hurl his flethful vengeance down 
Oi!i thy cur&'d head,*thou monfter of a man ! 

Thfs laft adt join'd to all their former grievances fired the Britains ■• 
to revenge, they gathered all their forces together and chofe Boadicca 
thcftr condu(5bor; who leading them on in pcrfon fell upon them, 
and gave them an entire overthrow. She fackcd divers cities and 
other places, putting all the Romans to the fword, fo that the 
whole number of her enemies that was flain in the wikiIc, amounted 
to threefcore and ten thoufand fouls There are other things very 
remarkable in this queen's life, which X am forced t« .Mnlt for want" 
of room. I ihall conclude therefore with the faying ot Tacitus the

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hi(lorian» it beiug fo much to the honour of the femak fcx ; (viz*) 
It yfSA the cuftom of the Britains, to make war uader the condut^ 
of women. 

Elizabeth was the fecond daughter of king Henry the eight, by 
Anne BuUoign his fecond wife ; ihc had excellent tutors in her 
younger years, and (he improved under them beyond expedbition ; 
the was brought up in the proteftant religion, and -in all good 
learning and virtuous education ; fhe lived very happily during 
the reign of her brother king Edward the iixth ; but after his death 
ilie was by the artifice of her enemies very hardly ufed by her lifter 
queen Mary, being thrown into the tower of London, and no one 
of her friends permitted to fee her, and things were carried to that 
height againlt her (tho* without any real or jufl grounds) that ihe 
feared every day would bring her an admonition to prepare foe 
death. 

But God doth always take peculiar care 
To help and fuccour the dillrefled fair. 

For after this (he was taken out of the tower, and lived fome- 
thing more at large, but was ftiU kept as a clofe prifoner binder a 
iSvtre guard. Under this confinement of body ihe enlarged the fa* 
cuUies of the mind, and was extremely modeu and fubxmHive, lor 

. A prifon humbles, and afRi^Stion tames'; 
From paHion and revenge our heart reclaims. 
And purifies our fouls as metals in the flames. 

» But whalft her inveterate enemies the papifts were contriving her 
zuin anew, her fifter died on a fudden, and the parliament being 
then fitting, they forthwith proclaim her queen, to the univerfal 
joy of the nation. Thus was {he advanced unexpedtedly from a 
^c of conilant trouble and danger, to a life full of glory and triumph. 

Thus the fond mother meets her abfent fon, 
Tranfported thus, ihe doubts if *tis her own ; 
She bathes his bofom with her joyous tears. 
She feels, and yet to truft her pleafure fears. 
Till waking from a dream, ilie thought fo fweet^ 
She finds her fortune is as true as great. 

%Vhen ihe was but fourteen years of age ihe was courted by the 
ffince of Denmark, but ilie rcfufed him then as ihe did the king 
of Spain, and all others that were ever ofiered to her afterwards. 

"Wiiclyihe does refolve never to prove 
The various perils that attend on love; 
Nor alter her unfuUied virgin (late. 
For a more careful and unfortunate. 

Likewife when ihe was defired by her people to marry, (he 
told *em ihe intended to live a virgin, and to have ho huiband but 
her kingdom, and therefore do not upbraid me (faid ihe) with the 
lack of children, for every englifh-man is my child and kinfman, 
of whom if God deprive me not, I cannot without injury be ac- 
counted banea. The 
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The iirft thing flie did^ was repealing in parliament all the laws 

her fifter had made iu favour of the popifh religion ; whereby {he 

incurr*d fo much of theirs hatred and malice, that (he no^ 

ver was freeH^rom plots and confpiracies-. The pope thundered out 

his excommunications againd her, but thefe fiie dc/pifed. Kin^ 

Philip of Spain, fcnt a vaft fleet to dfeftroy the kingdom ; which 

the pope chriften'd invincible, andprefented it a confecrated ban* 

ner that defy'U all the malice of men and devils; but all this 

Blighty fleet was overthrown, and of above 1 30 fhips that fet out 

of Spain but a very few^ returned home. The fcotchrrofe in anns 

againd her, and the french fet up a title of their own- pretending 

to the crown : there were alfo two infurre<5lions of the iri£h, but 

all of thefe were brought to a happy termination by her wifdom'^ 

and the condu«Sk: of her generals. The fpaniards failing of fuccefs, 

and meeting with fo many lofles afterwards one upon the back of 

another, refolvedto try fbratagems, andhired h«r own phyfician t» 

poifon her,, according to the proverb.. 

It matters not fo I revenged, be,. 
Whether by valour or l^ treachery.. 

But the gallows was his reward^ as he juftly deierved : for God 
Tras pleafed to perferve her againft all their machinations, and 
made ufe of her as a icourge to the fpanifli arrogance, and a fe»» 
£>nable alBftance to the proteftants of France, and guardian to the 
dlilrefled' dates of Holland-, and' a fovereign^ prote^orefs of the 
cvasgelicai dotSrine throu^out Europe. " 

Her reign was long and glorious ; flie was the darling of her peo- 
ple, and the dread of her enemies : fo peculiarly happy in the 
choice of her miniflers, that fhe rarely failed in any undertaking ; 
ihe had the art of pleafing her parliaments, whereby flic had what- - 
ever fupplies flie wanted ; and tlie houfe in return obtained what- 
ever they defired ; for as (he 'w^ould aflt for no more money than 
what was neceflary, her people would never petition for any tbinfg 
that was unreafonable; She fpake five- or fix languages, was very 
veils kiird in mathematicks, geography and hiflory. She tranilatcd 
feveral both greek and french treatifes into englifh, and was- refpe^^* 
ed by her very enemies. This heroick queen of ever blelTed me* 
mory, of whom envy can't fpe^ ill, nor eloquence too much, 
died a virgin on the a4th of march 1603, having reigned 44 years 
and upwards, and in the feventieth year of her age, to whicn no 
king of England ever arrived. I fliall conclude her life with an 
epitaph that was made on her ibon after her death, as may be eaiily 
known by the length of each verfe. 

None like Elizabeth was found, in learning /h divine, 

She had the perfe^ flcilful art of alt the mufes nine : 

In latin, greek and hebrew, flie molt excellent was known, 

To foreign kings ambaiTadors the fame was daily fliown. 

Th* Italian, french and fpanifli tongues, flie well could (peak 

and read 
The turkiOi and arabian fpcech grew perfciSt at hex need. 
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I proceed aow to the Gfe of a moft glorious woman our prefeat 
^ueeh, one, who without flattery or hyperbole, has excelled all the 
princes that ever reign'd in England, or perhaps in Europe, if we 
confider the great number oi amazing fuccelTes, that have in fo ihorc 
4 time been tranfa<^ed by her. 

Anne the fecond daughter of king James the fecond by 'his firft 
wife Anne daughter of Sir Edward Hide, afterwards earl of Clarendon 
«nd lord chancellor of England, was bom the fixth of febniary 
x<^4; and in the feventh of auguft 1^683, was mod happily- 
married to the mpftillultrious priiice George, hereditary prince of' 
Denmark, and only brother to ChriAian thie fifth king of Denmark. ■ 
9he was proclaimed queen of England, Scotland,France and Ireland, 
&c. on funday the 8ih of march, 1701, (being the very fame day 
that king William died) at her majefly*s royal palace of St. James's 
Jit charing crofs, temple-bar, and at the royal exchange in l^ondon, 
with all pbi&ble demonftrations of univerf^l joy and fatisfai^on, 
for her rightful fucceflion to the crown. And has by her eximlous- 
piety, unparalleU'd integrity, her indefatigable care, uncommon - 
prudence, her fedulous application, her martial foul, and irre- 
proachable love to the church of England, carried the honour 
of England to a higher pitch than ever any crowned, bead had 
done before. 

Her reign has been little elfe than a continual feries of the fuo^ 
ce^es of her fleets and armies, or elfe perpetual infbnces of her 
amazing goodnefs. To ' repeat them all would be endlefs, I £ball 
therefore content myfelf with a few, which from time to time have- 
come to our notice. 

At firft we hear of her defending Holland from the incroach- 
mentsof an infultingfoe. 

Then we are acquainted of the happy fuccefs of her viiflorious 
navy at Vigo, where they tocric or deuroyedno lefs than feven and = 
thirty men of war, gallions, and other veilelsi 

Next that (he concluded fuch alliances as conduced to the uxu« 
Terfal happinefs of Europe. 

Then that ihe had received an injured monarch into her protec* 
tion, and ordered her generals to teach her fubjetSts the loyalty> 
Only to be learned by her powerful inflrutSlion. 

Prefently wc hear that flie yearly bcftows one hundred ihoufand 
pounds out of her private income, to eafe the burthen of the pub- - 
lie taxes. 

After Uiis we are informed of her relieving the circles of Swabia 
without charge to her fubje(Sts. 

And then again, that flie had given her {ir(V fruits and tenths 
for the relief of the clergy, by whieh fhe has taken efFedtual care 
that they fhould be no longer contemptible for their poverty. 

Next we hear of the fuccefs of her armies in taking of Venloci 
Ruremond, Stevenwaert, and the famous cadle and city of Liege. 
Sometime after of their taking the Arong pafs of donnewart 
in Germany, after an obftinate aad bloody refiftance. 

And prefently of the prodigious battle of Hochflet, wherein wc 
tc>ok3j Aandards, 118 colours, killed x;tooo xncui and took 4000 

prifoaer»t 
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prifondrs, befides x4o officers and their general, which refiered the 
emperor from the brink of ruin, deftroyed or took ail Bavaria, 
befides Ulm, Landau, and a multitude more places. 

After this we hear of her fending great iums of money to the 

duke of Savoy^ 

And then of her permitting her fubje^Sb to lend the emperor two 
hundred and fifty thoufand pounds for the relief of the gallant 
prince Eugene. 

After this of the aftonifhing viftory of Ramelis« wherein the 
French were entirely routed. 

And prefently of the fujTender of BrulTels, Loyain, Antwerpi 
Bruges, Courtray„ aad a wQild of other pkces in a few days. 

Then of the relief of Barcelona and the taking of innumerable 
places in Spain^ and lately of proclaiming king Charles in Madrid^ 

&c. 
When {hall our wonder ceafe ? when will this inimitable patterm 

of more than humane goodiiefs, gi^Ke u« a moment's refpite from our 

admiration? 

For which wonderful fuccefles in Flanders and Spain oar piout 
^ueen appoints a day of thankfgiving throughout the nation, upoa 
which, day the author gave a iSiort entertainment to feveral gentle* 
men, which was. performed by the blue-coat hofpttal boys under 
lifs charge; and the fame being fo appoiite to the purpole, he will

(cries the king) pretend to underfland love ? Tes, fir, (fays flie) 
true love, which is a flower that rarely grows in any garden but 
#urs. Pray, good woman, (faith the king) what is true k)ve? (She

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feply'd) To love -virlthout -nriflies or defires. That's ifarange (reply'd 
the Biog) love without wiihes or deikes! Yes, fir, {fays ihe) for I 
have the man I fighed for ; all that I ever wilhed or deiired, I pof* 
feA: and ihe that enjoys all, has nothing to covet% Certainly 
(laith the king) you two mnft he the happieft couple in the world. .. 
Ay» iir, (reply*d the dame) 'tis impoHiblewe fhould want bleflingi^ . 
for nothing is fo cheap as happinefs. — And how fo^ fwcct miftiefsy 
(faith the king.) Becaufe (fays (he) we make it our felvcs.> 

The king was extremely pleafed, if not a little amazed at thcfo 
replies from fuch rural innocence, and heartily wiflit that his proud . 
court would take pattern from an humble cottage> tmd that all h»« 
court ladies had fuch country fchool-miftrcffes.

LOVE isnotronlythefpringoFthepaffions, butas Senault af- 
jfirms, is alii the paffions in one; that according to its different 
conditions, it hath diflferent names j but that cuftom hath fo pre- 
vailed, as in its birth it bcareth the moft glorious namc---For when = 
an inclination is formed in the heart, and that aplcafing obje<a - 
doth with deUght ftir up the will, we caU it Love ; v^ it falhes > 
forth *rom it felf, to join with what it loves,- we call it Dcfire ; when ^ 
it grows more vigorous, and that its ftrength pwmifeth good fuccefs, 
we can it Hope ; when it encourageth it fclf agamft tlie difficulties . 
•it meeu with, we cill it Fortitude ; when it prepares to fight, and . 
reeks out weapons to defeat its enemies, we call ^^ Bo'^»5^- j^;^^ - 
in all thefe conditions it is ftill love ; thefc arc but feveral motions > 

whicbitapfeth,ai)^diffc«tttfiprc$ Which uaff^ Without 
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Without love there would be no fcieDces in the world ; vertue 
would be without followers, and civil ibciety would be but an 
imaginary good. It ii that which breeds in us a defire of fair 
things, and makes us pofTefs them ; and, by 41 wonderful incanta- 
tion, changeth us, and transfoims us into them. It is a pleafing 
wound which men hath received from a beauteous objeifl : it is the 
beam of a fun which warms him ; a charm whofe venue is attrac- 
tive. To. it we owe all the good things we poifefs, and if it drive 
hot from us the ills which necefTarily accompanies this life, at leaft 
it fweetens them, nay, and even renders them pleaiing, and makes 
them the inftruments of our felicity. 

I.ove*s the mod generous pailion of the mind, 
' The foftefl refuge innocence can find ; 
The ikfe dire&or of unguided youth, ' 

Fraught with kind wiDies, and fecur'd by truth : 
That coidial drop heav'n in our cup has thrown, 
To make the naufeous draught of life go down. [RochefitrS] 
^is love that forms us to a civil life, that teaches us to be dif- 
creet, obedient, and faithful ; it renders us eloquent and ingenious : 
■ and indeed, had it not been altered by men, it had never produced 
any other effc<5ts but thefe; and we had not been obliged to have 
Added to its elogies, the crimes of which it is accuied, and the ills 
»which at all times it has done through the whole world. 

For when this palBou is fixed upon baie and terrefirial obje^ls, 
that noble vigour which incites the mind to fair avStionslanguxfheth; 
that divine fire, wherewith they fay the foul is cloathcd, and which 
naturally raifeth it towards heaven, decayeth and dies under its 
weight : then it is, that it corrupts vertue, and ruins fociety, and 
renders art defpicable. 

We ihall not here undertake to give an account of all its difor- 
ders, neither will we (lain this difcourie with the blood and infamy 
it hath brought into families and ftates ; let it fu0ice to fay, love is 
the moft dangerous enemy wifdom can have ; for of all thofe paP 
iions which may didurb lier, there is only love againft whom fhc 
'liath no defence. . Thofe that enter violently into the -mind, arc 
but almofl of a moment's continuance ; thofe that enter by fiow de- , 
crees, flie foon perceives, and ftcps their progrefs. But love Aides 
-yn fb fecrctly, that it is impoifible to obierve its entry, or its pro- 
grefs ; like a mafk'd enemy, it advanceth, and feizeth all the parts 
of the foul, before it is difcovered. When there is no means to be 
found to get him out, then he triumphs, and wifdom and reafoa 
mud; become his (laves. 

There are bot few objetSlis which can reach the foul, which arc 
notable to move this paffion; riches, honour, pleafure, and, in a. 
word, all goods (whether falfe or true) may raife it : but I fliaU 
not difembroil this chaos ; my defign is to fpeak of no other kind of 
love but that which beauty begets in the appetite, and of thofe va* 
f ious ftorra's and emotions it raifeth both in the foul and body. 
Beauty, like ice, our footing does betray, -

The firft.woimd that beauty gives the foul is ahnoft iufenfible, 
and attho' the poifon of love be aheady in her, and difperfed top 
thro' all her parts, yet doth ihe not believe her felf fick, or at leaft 
thinks not her mifchicf fo great. > 

. At firft we uke it for a (imple liking, or the complacency we hear 
to a lovely perfon, with whofe prefence we are pleafed, of whom we 
delight to difcourfe, whofe remembrance is fweet, and the defires 
we have to fee and entertain her are fo calm, that wifdom, with all 
its feverity, cannot condemn them ; even (he approveth them, and 
pafieth them for civilities, and necelTary duties : but they are not 
long at a i^and ; they by little and little increase, and at lafi, by 
frequent agitations of the foul, they kindle that fire which was theic 
hid, and caufe that flame to incrcafe which burns and devours it. 
Fox beauty, like white powder, makes no noiie. 
And yet tnc filent hypocrite dcftroys. [CieMveiantl.} 

Then this pleafing image, which never prefented it felf to the 
mind, but with fwcetnefs and refpcfft, becomes infolent and impe- 
rious ; it enters every moment, (or more fully to exprefs it) it never 
leaves It, it mixes with its moft fcrious thoughts, it troubles the moft 
pleafing, and profanes the moft facred ; it even Aides into our 
dreams, and by an infufferablc perfidioufne fs, it ihews It felf in 
tht-m fcvcre and cruel, when there is nothing to be feared ; or 
abufeth us with a vain hope, when we ought truly to defpair. Then 
love, who was before but a child, becomes the father of all the 
paifions; but a cruel father, who hath no fooner produced one, 
but he ftifles it to make room for another, which he fpares no Icfs 
than the former ; at once he caufeth a hundred kinds of defirea 
and defigns to live and die ; and to fee hope and defpair, bold- 
ntfs and fear, joy and grief, which he caufeth continually to fuc- 
ceed one another ; defpight and anger, which he makes to flafh 
out every moment; and from the mixture of all thefe pafiions, it*! 
impofllble but you muft fancy fome great tempeft, where the fury 
of the wind raifeth, throws down, and confounds the waves, where 
lightning and thunder breaks the clouds, where light and darknefs^ 
heaven and earth, feem to return to their fir A confufion. 

But as there are times when ftorms arc more violent and more 
common, there arc alfo encounters wherein this tempeft of love 
is ftronger, and more frequent. The chief, in my opinion, are 
the prefence and the abfeiice of the beloved perfon ; her love, and 
her hate, and the concurrence of a rival ; and I may fay, that thefe 
are the five a<Sis wherein all the accidents, and all the mtricacies of 
this paffion are reprefented ; at leaft if there are others, they pafs 
behind the curtain, and out of the fpeiStators fight. 

L.et us imagin then a lover to be abfent from his beloved objedl, 
difquiet and fretting purfue him every where, he hath no friends 
but are importunate, the divertifements which were moft pleafing to 
him are troublefome, 
^ The tedious hours move heavily away, 

. And each long minute fccms a lazy day. lOtvfaji] 
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In fhort, there is nothing in fats life which diipkaieth him iioc,< 
but filence and folitude, as if he were pofleffed with thoie ifarange . 
difeafes wliich makes us hate the light and men. He loves nothing 
but darknefs and deferts, there he entertains the woods,' the biookf, 
the winds, and the ftars ; they have nothhig, as he faades, but 
what is conformable to the humour of her he loves, jind to- the ^ 
paiiis he fuffcrs.* He calls them infenfible as ihe is,^ and^finds them, 
)ike him, in perpetual itgication ;- and after having a long time tor- 
mented his fpirit with 'fuch like chimera's, he ^begins, to -think o£ 
thofe happy moments when he fiiall again fee that defirable ob* 
je^, that he may fpeak to her, and give her aa4Wcoi]nt of Ids fitghs > 
and of the tears he ihcd in her abfence. 

Through feas of tears (where ev*ry^gVs a gale!) 
Young lovers muft to beauties -temple failt 
No calmer way^by the rafii child is giv'n, 
Than pais by heU, before they come ^ to l«eaT?a.f 

Sometimes he meditates the complaints wherewith he muft ibften^ 
her rigour, the thanks wherewith he will receive her favours, and- 
the vows wherewith he will confirm his iervitude. Sometimes he . 
puts pen to paper ; he writes, blots out, tears, and if he have any 
thoughts that may fecurely {lay on the paper, they are thofe only-^ 
which witnefs the excdfs of his love and fidelity; and then what . 
artifices doth he not Employ to procure the delivery of his letters ? 
What extravagances doth he not commit when he leceives any, or* 
even when any thing that hath but touched the perfon he loves - 
comes to his hands? He keeps them always joyn'dto his eyes, ov» 
to his lips^ he makes them his idols, and would not change them • 
for fcepters and diadems. To conclude, we may fay that abfence 
Is the true night of lovers, not only becaufe their fun, as they fay,. . 
illuminates them-jno more, but alfo becaufe that all their pleafures . 
scte but as in a drea^ and at that time all their ills are irritated 
and augmented. 

But let's coniider the ^y which follows this night, *tis infal- 
libly the prefcnce of the perfon beloved : indeed a lover calls it no 
other, who believes that wli^i he comes near it, all the b^uty in 
the world is difcovered to his eyes; he finds a new heat difpcrft 
thro* his foul, and a certain mixwre of joy and adonifhment cauieth 
him fo pleafant a trouble, that^he is ravifii'd therewith, and as 
It were out of himfelf : then how f>roud, bold, or eloquent foever 
he be, he mufl humble himfelf, besUraid, and lofe his fpeech : it 
avails him nothing to have preparedv^ liis courage and difcourfe, 
they prove but fo ms^ny dreams and fikntafies which vanifh at the 
light of this light ; nothmg but his eyes\an fpeak for him, which 
witnefs by their looks what an excefs of pleafurc and refpedfc this 
meeting aSbrds him ; but whatever is faid,^that this is the parti* 
cular language of love, there is yet another' which is much more 
proper, and which is alfo far (Ironger than this : for altho* there 
are paflions as violent as this, yet there is none w^ich infpires like 
this, fuch extrai^gant and ridiculous words ; for a lover fcarce ut*. 
tcrs oae probable word. What care and what inured foever he 

imploys 
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iznploys to make luxnfelf believed, all his diA:ourief and writings 
arc perpetual hyperboles ; he burns, he languiflieth, he dies ; he 
fpeakcth of nothing but of prifons, of chains, and of torments ; he 
calls her he loves his fun, his heart, his foul, and his life ; he fwears 
that he alone hath more love than all men belides ; that his pafliOA 
IS infinite, and fliall be eternal. 

Go bid the needle his dear north forfakc. 

To which with trembling reverence it doth bend; 
Co bid the flones a journey upward make. 

Go bid th' ambitious flame no more aicend $ 
And whfn thefe falfe to their own motions prove, 
vThen will I ceafe, thee, thee alone to love. • ICswley ] 
In brief, all his words are beyond the truth, his dcfigns and his 
promifes beyond bis power, and all his acSlions beneath his courage; 
for there is no fb bafe fubmiflion which he will not make ; there if 
no fervice (b low or vile which he will not render ; there is no fub* 
je€Hon among flares fo diligent, fo careful, and fo ezprefs as his ; 
he often adores a person that difdains him, courts a confident that 
betrays him, cheriihes iervants that mock him ; he muft uie his 
enemies with refpet^, his friends with indiffercncy, and all the red 
«f the world with fcorn ; he mull fufier without complaining ; he 
mud fear all, defire much^ hope for little : in a word, he muft 
love his ill, and hate himfelf. 

. Want of room will not give me leave at prefent to fpeak of the 
profufe expence he makes, the danger he runs through, to gain only 
a word or a favourable k>ok ; the tranfports of joy which a good 
reception yeilds him ; the eacefs of gt ief and defpair which a dN*<- 
dain caufeth ; the furies which jealoufy infpircs when a rival tra<* 
▼crfeth his purfuit ; and the reft of the extravagancies which love 
caufeth, although indeed they cannot all be difcovered. For be- 
fides that there are no <Hforders in the other pailiens which are not 
to be found in this ; that it*s capable •£ all the follies which can 
pofiefs a diflradled mind ; it hath fo many faces and feveral coun« 
tenances, that it's impofTible to take dttir pidhire ; fometimes it% 
violent and impetuous, fometimes fweet and peaceable, in fome 
plea^nt and toying, in others peevifh and fevere, in many bold 
and infolent, in others timorous and modeft : it appears ingenious 
and ftupid, fantafHcal, light, furious, and in a hundred other fa- 
flxions, which feems to be the caufe that fbme feigned love to be 
the fon of the wind and of iris, to fhew the wonder and the variety 
which there was in this paiTion, and to teach us that his original 
is as much hid as that of thofe two kind of meteors. I fliall con* 
dude with a word or two of the changes this paffion caufeth in the 
body, and more particularly in the face. 

I do not believe that he who firft painted love with a veil before 
his eyes, intended thereby to fhew the blindnefs wliich is in that 
palfion, but either through the debility, or by the privilege of his 
art, he was obliged to hide what he could -not expref^. In eSc&^ 
what colour, nay even what words can exprefs all the changes 

which love caufeth in qui eyes ? Hoyr can that refplend^nt humidity 

be 
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be reprefented nvhich we fee fhine in them ? that modeft difquiet, 
that laughing grief, and that amorous anger -which is to be per«- 
Ccivcd in them ? Now you ihaU fee them rum this way, and now 
that ; now fwiftly lift themfclvcs up, and then by little and little ■ 
fall down again, and pitifully torn towards the beloved objedt* 
Sometimes they dwell on it as if they were fixed, fometimes they 
turn from it as if they dazled, fometimes their looks are quick, 
fometimes Iweet and languifliing, now they fly out with' liberty, 
and now they (leal and efcape between tHe lid^ whichTedn^ as if' 
they would mut upon them. Is a word, aH the motions wherewith 
the eyes in other pafHons are agitated are to be obferved in this : 
you mall always-find laughter or tears, which fometimes agree, and 
mingle together, ahhough they are fiink and hollow, thty do not 
therefore dry up or leffen ; Oft the contrary they fecm bigger and 
more humid than they were before, unlefs it be after a tedious - 
grief, or an extreme difpair, for then they become dry, dim, caft' 
down, and fet; The forehead in this pa(&on feidom gathers it felf S * 
•n the contrary it fcems as if it were extended,- and if forrow fome-^ 
times cafts it down, the wrinkles do fcaree fo much as break its- 
cvenoiefs f *ti8 there where the rednefs- begins to appear which love* 
Of teA rai^th i^- the face, and even- then^wken t!^ other parts are 
pale, this Always retain* fomethSng of its firft colour, fmnetimes the 
lips are red and moid, fometimes pale and dry, and they never al^ 
liibft move without forming a plea&ftg fmtle ; fometimes the under«> 
tkofk h ieen to tremble, and to whiten with a fubtil froth ; Come* 
dmet the tongae pafTeth over them, and by a light touch and trm« 
bling which it gives, it flatters and tickles them; when' it would 
fbrm words, it Tifps, and the humidity which the defire raiieth ia 
tlie mouth^iiifles- and drowns than; Even the ears are of no ufe ta 
tf lover,- he bears not half what you fay to him ; if he anfwers, *ti»> 
with confuiion, and nis difcourfe is every moment interrupted by 
deep and long iigh», which his heart and his lungs inceflantly ex'> 
hale ; if he fpeak« of his paffion, *tis with a trembling and foftned 
voice, which he lets fall at every fboke by thofe pafiionate accents 
which -defire, grief, and admiration ufually form : he grows pale^ 
lean, and lofcth his appetite; be caisnot fleep ; and if fometime 
grief and wearinefs overtake him, his (lumbers are continually in- 
terrupted by dreams, which do often more zffii€t his mind than 
the true ills which he fuifers. When the beloved pcrfon pfefcnts 
herfclf to his eyes, when fhe isbut named, or when an^ thin^ 
awakens his remembrance of her, at the fame inftant his heart 
rifeth, and is agitated, his pulfe becomes irregular and unequal, 
and he grows fo unquiet that he cannot ftay intone place : fome^ 
times chilnefs feifeth him, fometimes heat fires all his blood ; fome« 
times he feels himfelf animated with an extraordinary -force and 
courage, fometimes he is-caft down and languiflieth, and even 
fometimes he faints : laftly he feels himfelf fhruken with a ficknefk 
that laughs at the pEyfician's fkiU, and whidi' finds no remedy but 
m death, or in love it felf.

Indeed fince many, in compliance with my 
defire, have aafwer^d all in one copy of veries, I have more room 
for fingle anf\ver», which I ihall improve in obliging them and

Rules for making Enigmas* 

HAving in the I aft year*s diary faid fomething of the errors in 
the arithmetical queftions and anfwers, it would (cem proper 
to make fome obferx^ations on the enigmas; which I cannot better 
do than by extradting part of a letter of Calypfo's, where (lie very 
ingcnioudy criticifes, and then gives thcfe rules for their compofition. 
" What figures in rhetoric, enigmatifts may be allow*d to make 
•* ufe of for the better difguifing' their fubjedks, I (hall not here 
trouble myfclf to enumerate ; but (hall make bold to infert fome 
few reflections, which I hope you*ll allow, they ought not to 
'* tranfgrefs in their compositions. 

Firft, That they propofe all their enigmas on fubjc^Sks gene- 
rally known ; "bccaufe *tis not to be fuppos'd the generality of 
ouoex, to whom in a peculiar manner you dedicate your diary, 
are read in the myfteries of all arts and fciences. 

Secondly, That they afcribe to no fubjecfl a property or qua- 
lity incoherent to, or inconfiftcnt with it. As for example ; in 
an enigma upon Snow, 'twou'd be very abfurd to fay, it difco- 
louTs all the furface of the (ea, or defies the fury of ^tnean 
** flames. 

" Thirdly, That Jthey propofe not particular qualities for ge- 
** neral. For tho* by Synecdoche we fay, ^thiops Albos ■ 
** quia albos habet dcntes; yet it would be very improper in an 
** enigma upon a Blackamore, to make him fpeak in general terms 
I'm white as down of fwans or falling fnow. Another cau- 
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tion which may be reduced to this rule is, That they propofe 
** not certain numbers for uncertain. 

** Fourthly, That they have regird to time. In treating on fub- 
" jedks which have been, but now are not : They ought always to 
** fpeak in the pretcrpcrfeft tenfe, not in the prefcnt. As were I 
*• to write an enigma on Noah's Ark, 'twou'd be ridiculous if I 
" fhould fay, all creatures living are within its womb. This wou'd 
*' confine the anfwcrer's thoughts entirely to things now in bcin_,r; 
** To this rule may alfo be added the regard they ought to have 
« to plJUe. 

** Thefe are maxims Co plain and common, that 'twere an alv 
** furdity one wou'd think to violate any of them, and yet 'twere 
" to be wilh'd fome enigmatilb in your diary wou'd be ty'd down 
** to them. Whenever thev are violated, 'tis certain the reader is 
** impofed upon, for in folving an enigma until we can bring It 
** to aofwer in every particular, we cannot fuppofe we have found 

" the 
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" die folution. If therefore the propofer impofci a falfity upon u$, 
** ibo* never fo /mall, *tis ftill an obje<Slion to our anfwer, and we 
** go on beating our brains in endeavouring to apply tp fomc- 
** tiling, tkat which perhaps is not applicable to any thing."
